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Post-War Planning For Livestock Shows

Knowing that my personal opin- 
ion on what our livestock shows 
would be like following the war, 
would carry only the weight of one 
man familiar with one breed, it oc- 
curred to me that one of the ways to 
get the best possible answers to 
questions concerning this most im- 
portant problem affecting the pure- 
bred livestock industry would be to 
contact each of the sixty-five breed 
association secretaries and get their 
reaction. Then by tabulating their 
answers, I felt that this would give 
us @ cross section viewpoint of the 
respective breeds from the most re- 
liable source of information. That 
survey has been completed and this 
paper represents the combined view- 
points of these sixty-five well-known 
authorities. 


The first question that I asked 
vas: “Do you think all of the lead- 
ing fairs will be resumed after the 
war?” 

_ Every secretary gave an affirma- 
tive answer to that query. An addi- 
tional thought that I gained from 
some of the secretaries was that the 
fairs play a much more important 
tole in the purebred livestock busi- 
hess than many people give them 
credit for doing. Several expressed 
the feeling that the government 
should exert every effort possible to 
let these fairs and expositions go 
ahead at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The breeds that seem to be 
suffering worse from a lack of sales 
activity are those breeds which have 
the least opportunity to exhibit at 
fairs and expositions. The Canadian 
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fairs are running more nearly nor- 
mal than are ours on this side of the 
line. The same can be said about 
the shows in England. Therefore, 
it seems to me that our own govern- 
ment officials should be petitioned 
again and again and urged to make 
tossible the opening of our leading 
fairs and expositions at least at the 
earliest date possible. 


There seems to be a growing feel- 
ing among livestock breeders that 
something must be done after the 
war is over to get the fairs lined up 
on a better circuit. I know that all 
fairs would like to have the ad- 
vantage of the Labor Day crowd, but 
that just isn’t possible if our live- 
stock breeders are to be able to ship 
advantageously from one fair to 
another. This difficulty could be 
eliminated by alternating the dates 
of the different fairs so that each 


would have the Labor Day crowd 
Say once in every three years. A 
committee comprised of three or five 
competent men _ representing the 
purebred livestock business and an 
equally competent group of fair sec- 
retaries could certainly organize cir- 
cuit fairs that would work to the ad- 
vantage of the fairs as well as to 
the exhibitors of livestock. 

The success of such a plan would 
depend on cooperation, but it seems 
to me that the fairs would be willing 
to cooperate on the matter of dates 
so that the livestock exhibitors who 
make the fairs can be given an op- 
portunity to have enough of a cir- 
cuit to pay at least the cost of such 
an effort. 


Not only should a serious effort be 
made among fair managements to 
get together on dates, but there 
should be more cooperation on this 
matter of releasing animals so as to 
give breeders enough time to pre- 
pare their animals for show at the 
next fair. These are all problems 
which should be taken up with re- 
newed energy when definite plans 
are being made for the holding of 
fairs and expositions again. 

The general feeling among breed 
sceretaries is that there will be more 
interest in livestock shows following 
the war because of our having been 
without fairs and expositions for a 
while. The consensus of opinion of 
these men is that the exhibits of 
their particular breed will be larger 
because such breeders will be anxious 
to get the publicity in the agricul- 
tural press that they have missed 
for quite a while. Many exhibitors 
will be running for the same hole in 
the fence, namely, to make breed 
lines in farm and breed papers by 
the winning of championship rib- 
bons. 





A few of the breed secretaries 
think they will need to make some 
minor changes in their classifica- 
tions in order to meet present-day 
demands for their breed. That means 
that our fair secretaries need to keep 
an open mind and be ready and 
willing to change their classifications 
tc meet the wishes of the several 
breeds. Such changes should be made 
by all of the leading shows to en- 
able exhibitors to make up their 
show string so as to fit this revised 
classification and not be required to 
earry animals to fit some outdated 
classification of a fair that has been 
unwilling to modernize its premium 
list. Some of the breeds are plan- 
ning to drop some classes for older 
animals and to increase premiums on 
younger classes and group classes 
te encourage the exhibitors who ex- 
hibit animals principally of their own 
breeding. 

I did not gain the impression from 
the letters that I received from these 
breed officials that there would be 
any need for increasing fair premi- 
ums in order to bring out satisfac- 
tory results. Although a few breed 
secretaries feel that if inflation turns 
loose as a result of subsidies and 
price controls being dropped, labor 
costs and other expenses may go 80 
high that fair premiums will have to 
be increased in order to meet other 
rising expenses that our exhibitors 
will have to meet if they are going 
to stay in the show business. If the 
railroads do away with the free re- 
turn privilege as some railroads are 
talking about doing, this will put 
an extra burden on exhibitors which 
raay result in higher premiums be 
ing required in order to get a suf- 
ficient number of exhibitors to come 
cut to the fairs. 


The question I put to our breed 
secretaries, about what their plans 
were relative to supporting our fairs 
and expositions with premium money 
following the war, resulted in their 
saying unanimously that they ex- 
pected to do about the same as they 
had been doing preceding the war. 
A few are of the opinion that fairs 
may have to be a little more liberal 
with premium money in order to pull 
the largest and best live stock shows. 

The idea of designating one fair 
as the location for a National Show 
for the breeds appears to be growing 
in significance. Some breeds want 
to stick to the same fair each year 
as the location for their National 
Show while other breed secretaries 
favor moving the National to a dif- 
ferent part of the country each year. 
A National Show if properly pub- 
licized helps a fair and it helps the 
breed because it gives the breed a 
special objective which it can write 
ond talk about in a way not possible 
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where no special attention is cen- 
tered on one particular show. 

The comparatively new idea of 
holding breed type conferences is 
apparently becoming more and more 
popular. This should be a part of our 
post-war planning. Fairs ought to 
bid for this extra attendance pulling 
idea and particularly introduce these 
conferences where a National Show 
is being held. The two projects go 
together very nicely. If properly ex- 
ecuted, the breed type conference 
is a great help educationally speak- 
ing, attracting breeders, exhibitors, 
judges and prospective buyers. This 
is why I believe that more programs 
of this nature may be expected after 
the war or as soon as we start back 
to having fairs again. 


Another idea which should be 
taken up by all fairs as soon as they 
resume operations is to set aside 
an appropriate amount of space for 
the specific purpose of photograph- 
ing live stock. I know that parking 
space is at a premium but there is 
no one thing that would cost a fair 
so little and yet do so much in bene- 
fiting the exhibitors as well as the 
fairs as would this suggestion of 
making a good place for a live stock 
photographer to work. 


This would require a piece of 
ground perhaps 200 feet square with 
a thin edge of shrubbery around the 
cutside to serve as a fence and back- 
ground. There should be some young 
poplar trees in among this row of 
shrubbery, say every 15 feet, to give 
a kind of a background up above the 
animals and break off the clear view 
of buildings, automobiles, trucks, 
circus tents and what not. This piece 
of ground should be graded so that 
the center is at least two feet higher 
than the outer edge. This raised spot 
in the center should be at least 50 
feet square. Such a position would 
enable the photographer to take pic- 
tures in the forenoon with the sun 
to his back and the same in the 
afternoon. At noon time, he could 
work with animals standing on the 
south side of the square facing up 
the grade to the north. This piece 
of ground should be a good piece of 
sed and clipped short at the opening 
ef the fair. 


Newspapers, farm journals and 
breed papers are anxious to get pic- 
tures of the winning animals but 
with the overcrowded conditions of 
fair grounds during the past few 
years, very few live stock pictures 
bave been made. This means that 
fairs are not getting the publicity 
from the newspapers they want. All 
this could be corrected if a spot of 
ground big enough and properly 
landscaped and graded was set aside 
for live stock photography. Work- 
ing conditions have become so im- 
possible during the last few years 


that our skilled live 
raphers are attending o 
fairs.

Hotel Cleveland, Cleveland, Ohio, Feb. 22 and 23, 1944 


Roll call showed all officers, direc- 
tors and breed representatives pres- 
ent, a tota! attendance of 31 people. 

Minutes of the last regular meeting, 
which was held at Hotel Pennsylvania, 
New York City, January 21 and 22, 
1943, were approved. 

President Alsops’ address set forth 
the objectives for which the associa- 
tion was formed and reviewed the 
progress made with various projects 
which have been undertaken. He ex- 
pressed great satisfaction for the fine 
sirit of cooperation shown by the 
several breed representatives in their 
eforts to develop uniform rules and 
standards acceptable to all breeds and 
prophesied much more general and 
rapid acceptance of pure breds in the 
future as a result of this program for 
greater uniformity. 

The report of the secretary-treas- 
wer gave a brief summary of the 
work done during the year and the 
financial statement showed receipts of 
$5,612.00 and disbursements totaling 
$5,802.09 during the year, with a bal- 
ance of $1,651.89 on hand December 
1, 1943. 

Chairman John Clark of the Score 
Card committee reported that 500,000 
of the new score cards had _ been 
printed in four colors and distribu- 
tion completed to the colleges and 
the breed associations, and many fav- 
orable comments had been received. 
The printing and distribution cost 
was $5,001.23, and an order for 
30,000 additional cow cars has al- 
ready been placed for early delivery. 
The report of the committee was ap- 
proved and their work was highly 
ommended, and the committee was 
continued. The question of selling 
score cards was discussed and the 
prevailing opinion favored furnish- 
ing them without charge to the col- 
leges for the present, but the com- 
mittee was authorized to use its dis- 
‘retion on this point and sell them 
al cost to certain agencies that might 
Wish to use them. 

Mr. Napier, representing the Joint 
Dairy Breeds’ Committee of Canada,

Chairma Norton of the Commit- 


tee on Uniform Rules for Official 
Testing reported the items in which 
the rules of the several associations 
differ from the proposed uniform 
rules. The chief differences in Ad- 
vanced Registry or Register of Merit 
testing were methods or terms for 
designating milking frequency or 
number of milkings through the 
year, designation for ages and divi- 
sions, and the calving requirements. 
Mr. Conklin moved that Rule 8, 
“Designation of Milking Frequency,”’ 
be referred back to the committee 
for further consideration and that 
an effort be made to draw a new rule 
agreeable to all five associations. The 
motion prevailed. 

Mr. Nisbet then moved that the 
five secretaries be asked to recon- 


-Sider Rules 8, 15, 16 and 17, those 


representing the chief differences, to 
see if—disregarding past history— 
they can agree on uniform methods 
for expressing the different age 
classes, divisions, milking frequency, 
etc., and recommend working toward 
uniform terms for these designations 
for future use. The motion was 
adopted. 

The report on Herd Test Rules 
showed practical uniformity already 
reached. Minor differences included 
exemptions from test and_ three 
breeds reporting herd averages, 
while two do not report averages. 
The committee report was adopted 
and the committee continued. 

Chairman Conklin of the Herd 
Classification Committee reported 
progress in this program, with all 
five breeds now included, the Guern- 
sey Club having recently adopted 
tentative rules. Discussing the dif- 
ferences in adaptation to the scale 
of points, with a ten-point spread for 
Good and Fair in the Holstein-Frie- 
sian, Brown Swiss, and Guernsey 
programs against five points in Jer- 
sey and Ayrshire schedules, Mr. 
Conklin felt that more study of scor- 
ing was needed before any atempt 
should be made to reconcile these 
differences. He told of the Ayrshire 
project with the Reymann Memorial 
herd, which is classified at three- 
months’ intervals with frequent 
changes of inspectors to find out the 
effect of condition and stage of lac- 
tation and differences between in- 
spectors in the ratings of individual 
animals. Mr. Idtse reported on the 
detailed classification plan followed 
by the Brown Swiss since their pro- 
gram was adopted in 1942. The 
question of classification of males 
and of limitation on the Excellent 
rating were discussed. Mr. Musser 
reported that the Guernsey plan 
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would limit classification to herds. 
testing for Advanced Registry or 
Herd Improvement Registry. The 
report of the committee was accepted 
and the committee was continued. 

Chairman Idtse of the Committee 
on Uniform Rules for Proving Sires 
reported progress but suggested the 
need for much further study before 
uniformity could be expected. Dr. 
Heizer presented some very inter- 
esting studies of proved sire data, 
comparing figures for sires of four 
breeds proved in DHIA and also 
proved’ in their respective breed as- 
sociation sire proving programs, 
showing that the breed association 
reports included a larger number of 
comparisons than the DHIA figures, 
indicating the failure of many of the 
local testing associations to report 
lactation records to the Bureau. He 
discussed, also, the newer methods 
adopted in the Wisconsin testing 
program and the rapid progress in 
testing in conjunction with the or- 
ganization of the artificial insemina- 
tion program. Chief Reed stressed 
the necessity for more records and 
proving more sires and gave. interest- 
ing figures for the advancement in 
the past 15 years. In 1927, with 
315,000 cows tested, there were ap- 
proximately 15% above 375 lbs. fat 
and 37% below 275 lbs. fat as com- 
pared to 1942 when 816,000 cows 
were tested with approximately 34% 
above 375 lbs. fat and 23% below 
the 275-lb. level. The committee re- 
port was accepted and the commit- 
tee was continued. 

Secretary Norton, reporting for 
the Committee on Uniform Rules for 
Artificial Insemination, stated that 
the basic program was well organ- 
ized and under way but some details 
still needed consideration. Methods 
of approval of cooperative organiza- 
tions and their technicians had been 
worked out with the colleges and 
rules and regulations and forms had 
been prepared, printed, and distrib- 
uted. The rules governed the practice 
between herds as well as in approved 
cooperatives, and common forms for 
use by approved cooperatives, as well 
as in the practice between herds, had 
been adopted by the five associations. 
Seventy-two cooperatives and their 
technicians have been listed with 
college approval. Questions about 
the method of handling several de- 
tails were presented in the report 
and the secretary was instructed to 
bring these up for action at a later 
meeting of the five secretaries. 

Secretary Norion reported on the

Milk Developments in New York 
EVERAL recent developments in the New York milk 


situation may be of general interest. The long drawn 
out and complicated litigation between the Commissioner 
of Agriculture and the New York State Guernsey Breet 
ers Cooperative, Inc., has come to at least a temporary 
end. Complying with the specific (though divided 
direction of the Appellate Division that the Guernsey 
Cooperative be granted some relief to compensate for 
their extra costs of production, over and above the regt- 
lar butterfat differential, Commissioner DuMond has pu 
forth an amendment to the Buffalo and Rochester order 
upon which producers are now voting. This provides 
that in addition to the yniform price and all other pa 
ments required in this market, each marketer shall pay 
to the New York State Guernsey Breeders Cooperativé 
Inc., 30¢ per cwt. on all Class I milk purchased from the 
said cooperative and sold by such marketer as Guernse! 
milk. 

In this whole controversy, the Holstein position # 
been that producers should not be prevented from ™ 
ceiving such extra differentials for their milk as handlers 
are willing to pay directly to them, but should not

pool. The New York Guernsey group has endeavored 
first to be exempted entirely from the common pool 1 
these markets; later, when that was denied, to 4" 
a preferred differential at the expense of other pro 
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ducers in the pool. They painted a very sad picture as 
to their high costs of production, so that the Court 
gnally directed the Commissioner to give them relief. 
While it may not be too pleasing to Guernsey producers 
in the Buffalo and Rochester markets who are not sell- 
ing their product to the New York State Guernsey Breed- 
ers Cooperative, Inc., nor to producers of other special 
milks, the Commissioner does not close the door to 
further hearing of their cases. The whole matter of 
this amendment is now before producers of the Roch- 
ester and Niagara Frontier marketing area for refer- 
endum. We think they would be well advised to ap- 
prove it. 
Milk Standardization Bill 

A bill has been introduced in the New York State 
senate to legalize milk standardization both in plants 
and on farms. It is a duplicate of the bill which was 
introduced a year earlier and successfully opposed by 
the New York Holstein-Friesian Association. This bill 
requires standardizing to be done in either of two fat- 
test brackets, (a) 3.4 to 3.6%, and (b) 4.2 to 4.4%. 
Farm standardization would be required to fall into 
either of these brackets, which is not a workable pro- 
vision. Producers are objecting to the possibilities of 
exploitation which this bill would open up on account 
of the present disparities between product values and 
the fluid milk fat differential. A can of heavy cream 
is now worth about $24 on the New York market. By 
skimming off the excess cream from high test milk, 
dealers could get that same cream by paying producers 
only $12.75. Dr. C. J. Blanford, Market Administrator, 
advises the World that amendments to the Market Order 
would be necessary before this loop-hole could be 
plugged. 

The New York Holstein-Friesian Asociation believes 
in the general principle of mechanical standardization in 
the interests of both producers and consumers. How- 
ever, some changes in market regulations are needed, at 
least, in Eastern fluid markets, to make it work fairly. 
Accordingly, the present standardization bill is being 
opposed and is not expected to pass at this session. 
Amendments are being offered for consideration at a 
forthcoming public hearing on the New York Metropoli- 
tan Market Order which may have a later bearing on 
this subject. 


Business Still Increasing

tions for registry are up 9.94% and transfers up 13.4% 
trom the comparable period of 1943. Membership appli- 
cations are up nearly one-third. Cash receipts for the 
period total $106,107.84; cash disbursements amount to 
$60,057.54. The excess of receipts over disbursements 
is $46,050.30 compared with an excess of $43,841.42 
in the first nine weeks of 1943. 


Signposts of Danger 
E quote the following from one of our readers, a 
wise and successful old breeder who was also ac- 

tive through the period of the other war: 


“I do want to have a word on sales as in your recent 


issue 


I Do you recall the ruinous crash following our 
inflated spell? I smell a rat somewhat of same odor. 
Is there not a sinister cloud on the Holstein horizon, 
even if ‘no larger than a man’s hand’? Men with great 
incomes willing to reduce income tax and profitably. 
-are in advising lest another more venomous thorn 
may deal a deadly thrust?’ 


There is food for thought in this comment. We think 
all breeders will agree, particularly those familiar with 
the other war boom, that we want no repetition of it. 
We have not been especially concerned over our Holstein 
market developments to date, but the seeds of trouble 
are there. Our prices are materially higher than they 
were and they rose pretty fast last year. This is time of 
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all breeds and the prices of about everything else we 
buy. 

The signposts we are watching as danger signals are 
an increase in speculative activity (over twice as many 
Holsteins were sold at auction in 1920 as in 1943; 
transfers exceeded registrations for the year by 15%); 
an increase in sales on credit, rather than cash (sale 
managers report no abnormal increases thus far in notes 
or settlements direct with the seller). 

It was the boys who found themselves heavily in 
debt for their “boom” purchases in 1920 and 1921 who 
were in the most serious trouble, and made the crash 
much harder to take than it would otherwise have beer. 
The same principle held true also in the stock market 
crash of 1929. 

As to the so-called ‘‘income tax” purchases, we can- 
not become too much alarmed until breeders of small 
means start trying to match strides on credit or from. 
savings. Our tax set-up seems realistic enough to big. 
concerns who find themselves with excess profits up in 
the 90% (or 95% now) bracket. That situlation has 
found expression in liberal gifts to many worthy causes 
(with the Treasury Department a “silent partner’ to 
the extent of 90%). We have never heard any com- 
plaint from the beneficiaries. 

It is similarly contributing at least in part to a lot 
of the extra activity of city business men in establishing 
farms and herds of breeding cattle. Most of them are 
gratifying a long-cherished ambition and are making a 
sincere effort to build something in this period which will 
make an enduring contribution not only to their own 
satisfaction but to the advancement of the breed and of 
the dairy industry (or whatever branch of agricultural 
activity they may choose). Some of them will succeed: 
in greater or lesser degree; others will become discour- 
aged over not-infrequent beginner’s mistakes, lose in- 
terest and get out. It was ever thus, more noticeable, of 
course, in times of business prosperity. It is more highl¥ 
accented under the present excess-profits tax set-up. 

We would have a much smaller mortality among be- 
ginning breeders if they secured competent advice before 
rushing forth to buy. Breeders should realize that high 
prices which are evidently out of line with recognizable 
values, cannot be justified on the ground of advertising 
benefits. They advertise only the gullibility of the pur- 
chaser. The subject is at least timely. 


Hungry Cows 


A comprehensive study of the feed situation by a 
committee of fifteen college representatives shows 
the need for careful planning on the part of all dairymen 
who do not have on hand sufficient supplies of grain and 
roughage for the current feeding season. This committee 
of experts has taken the best available figures for total 
livestock of each of the various kinds and has made 
careful estimates of the normal concentrate feed require- 
ments for each group, including cattle, sheep, swine, 
horses, and poultry. The total requirements according 
to these estimates are 131,680,000 tons of grain and 
mill feeds and 14,114,000 tons of high protein feeds or 
a grand total of 145,794,000 tons of concentrate feeds 
of all kinds. The best estimates of available supplies 
at the same time were 117,226,000 tons of grains an@ 
mill feeds and 10,580,000 tons of high protein feeds or 
a total available supply of concentrate feeds of 127,806,- 
000 tons, .showing a deficit of 17,988,000 tons. The 
deficit in high protein feeds is particularly bad ané@ 
should be especially noted by dairymen, as the shortage 
in such feeds is 3,534,000 tons or 25% as compared to 
11% shortage in other grain and mill feeds. 

The committee figures that 65,329,000 tons of grain 
and mill feeds exclusive of high protein feeds will be 
needed to finish the hog crop for market during the sea- 
son, which is just about half of the available supply, and

the ‘‘porkers”’ will probably get it because of the rela- 
tionship between prices for corn and for hogs as estab- 
lished by government order, and secondly, because the 
farmers who have the hogs also have the corn. Under 
such conditions, we believe that some adjustments should 
be made by the proper authorities so that the dairy cow 
might at least have her fair share of feed. She converts 
feed into food more efficiently and economically than 
any other animal and her products have the highest 
rating among the essential foods in the diet of humans. 
With the present outlook, it behooves every dairyman to 
make every pound of food count to the utmost. Plans 
should be made to supply extra pasture crops and fer- 
tilizer should be used to increase pasture production. 
Every possible care should be taken to secure the 
roughage crops in best possible condition, such ag start- 
ing early to cut and taking extra care in curing to pre- 
serve them in the best shape. Unless we take the great- 
est pains in the preparation and utilization of our feed 
supplies from now on throughout the season, we are 
bound to have hungry cows and we cannot expect maxi- 
mum production, which is so important in the war effort, 
when our cows are hungry.—H. I. R. News Letter.

Volume 15 of the Red Book 


HE War Production Board has allocated sufficient 

paper for the publication of key volumes of the Red 
Book and Blue Book. Within a few days, typing will be 
started for the Red Book, which will contain an esti- 
mated 2,000 pages. 

Summerized statistics for the 477 herds (containing 
11,776 cows) completing the test and reported in this 
volume indicate a per cow average of 11,435 pounds of 
milk and 399.6 pounds of butterfat. Of interest is the in- 
crease in the average percentage of fat test—-3.49 as 
compared with 3.48 per cent reported in Vol. 14. 

In Volume 15, 233 herds averaged more than 4)! 
pounds of butterfat and 213 herds had an average be 
tween 300 and 400 pounds. 

A summary of the 5,152 herds tested since the be 
ginning of the Herd Improvement Program in 1929 isa 
per cow average of 11,335 pounds of 3.45 percent milk 
and 390.8 pounds of butterfat. This includes the 118,467 
cows reported in Volumes 1-15 inciusive. 


HERD TEST AND A. R. 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The editorial “Target for Testing”, in the World of 
February 5, deserves the serious thought of every Hol 
stein breeder if your implication be correct that A. 2%. 
testing is menaced. 

At McDonogh School we have been Herd Testing co2- 
tinuously since 1930. We have been doing A. R. testing 
since 1936. I feel that we are in a position to pass some 
judgment on the merits of the two systems of testing 45 
sponsored by the purebred associations. Our problem ! 
somewhat different from that of the privately-owned 
herd in that we are attempting to instruct boys as well 4 
to breed cattle. You are aware that our set-up is prac 
tical. All the milking herd is under the same roof with 
the A. R. cows stabled at one end of the barn. They 4ré 
run on 3X and the balance of the herd on 2X. 

In my opinion it would be tragic if the A. R. test 
were subordinated to any other type of testing. I make 
this statement fully aware of the merits of the Herd

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Test. We should see some good in the Herd Test in view 
of the fact that our average for the past six years exceeds 
the average for the first six years by 106.4 pounds of 
butterfat. 

There are certain obvious facts that make A. R. test- 
ing stand apart from any other type of test available to 
the breeder of purebreds. Among them are: 


. The accuracy of the supervision. 
. The daily milk weight requirement. 
3. The preliminary milking. 
. In our particular case the additional milk ob- 
tained by running the A. R. cows in 3X, is profit- 
able from a production standpoint. 


Furthermore the evils attendant to the making of 
A. R. records have been eliminated in recent years. The 
short time tests are out, the feeding of tremendous 
quantities of grain of a high protein content is not sound 
from the cow’s standpoint, and, finally, breeders are gen- 
erally considering environmental factors before being 
swept away by a high record. 

And so we might go on. However, nothing that has 
been written, to my knowledge, strikes at the real dan- 
gers attendant to any step that submerges the A. R. 
system of testing. We in this country today have moved 
from a depression period into a war period and both 
periods have brought on regimentation. Much of this 
has been vital to our efforts. Yet, there appears to be an 
ever increasing danger that this regimenting or bringing 
down to the average is going to take from us the in- 
centive to excel. It is this incentive to excel that has 
been, to a large degree, responsible for America’s growth. 
This does not involve a question of winner take all. It 
does involve the matter of giving recognition to true 
achievement. 

Let the dairy breeds have their Herd Tests, their Herd 
Classifications, and their programs for they all have 
merit. I suscribe to the fact that they are for the com- 
mon good. We have practised them. But, can the dairy 
breeds afford to let the mass programs standardize their 
breeders and their cows? Can we afford to base our 
breeding programs on the average cow? I think not. 

Take away from the individual breeder the incentive 
to locate those cows who by right of inheritance are bet- 
ter than average producers and you preclude the prob- 
ability of locating the seed stock so essential to herd 
and, in turn, breed improvement. 

The breeding and development of animals can go just 
so far on averages. The index on a sire is good within 
certain limits. It cannot include environment and the 
tendency to mature early or late as directed by inheri- 
tance. Herd classification is filling a need so long as it 
does not make us content with the average. The Herd 
Test does show us what every cow is doing. But it must 
not let us become complacently content with the aver- 
age. Certainly we don’t want to select our sires on the 
average. 

The Holstein cow has made remarkable progress in 
the last twenty years in improvement and refinement of 
type while maintaining her ability to produce. Her popu- 
larity has never been greater. Let us not condemn her 
to mediocrity by judging her on the basis of the average.

TESTING DISCUSSION (Continued) 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Doubtless you have received a good many letters 
in response to your recent editorial concerning the com- 
bining of the Red and Blue Books into one volume. Since 
probably most of them have come from people who do 
only one kind of testing, I take the liberty of sending 
the following comments, for in our herd we do both AR 
and HIR testing, as well as DHIA. We feel that all 
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these forms of testing have a very definite 
program, and would not willingly give up 
them.

The basic weakness of AR testing when used alone 
is that it is selective evidence, not the whole Story. Bu: 
herd improvement, like any scientific undertaking, must 
be based on knowing all available evidence. In an a 
tensive correspondence with prospective bull buyers. | 
have found AR testing viewed with increasing distayo; 
by two groups, whom it is surprising to find in the came 
camp. They are the ‘practical’ farmers and the pro- 
fessional agricultural advisers—county agents, state col- 
lege officials, etc. Every person who is concerned with 
the market for young bulls will do well to regard this 
trend, despite the present popularity of certain blood 
lines. The paths of Holstein history are strewn with 
the bones of animals purchased at high prices based op 
a few high AR records in their pedigrees. 

The weaknesses of HIR testing have been well 
brought out in your editorial, namely, that no prelimi- 
nary milking or milk weights are required. Probably this 
has little effect in the herd average, but it does make a 
difference in the case of big records. In due course 
HIR regulations may require milk weights and a pr- 
liminary milking. This suggestion is far from new, and 
has been urged by the ‘‘Canadian Holstein Journal” in 
the issue for July 1942. It probably would come as 
near the ideal form of testing as any yet devised. 

I say this in full appreciation of the virtues of the 
herd test as it now stands. The difficulties of meeting 
HIR standards are shown by the relatively low aver- 
ages attained by the herds of many prominent breeder: 
Similarly, some of the most expensive aggregations of 
cows in the country have difficulty in maintaining a 40! 
pound average in herd test. This fact is not overlooked 
by the “practical” dairyman, or the professional dairy 
advisers, referred to a moment ago. As one “practical” 
cow man expressed it to me recently, ‘“Why, most o! 
those big advertisers don’t dare show a herd average 0° 
have their herds classified.’’ 

Once the merits of both AR and HIR testing ar 
recognized, some questions still remain about the con- 
solidation of the Red and Blue Books. Here, I believe 
that Secretary Norton stands on very solid ground in 
saying that the consolidated volume “will include 4! 
official information; it should be the answer to the 
prayer of the breeder who wishes to study all available 
information with the least expenditure of time and 
effort." By the use of some typographical device, ' 
should be very easy to distinguish the AR records from 
those made under HIR conditions. 

In summary, I believe it is most important that W¢ 
do not lose sight of the primary purpose of our Ass 
ciation, which is to improve the Holstein breed, rather 
than to sell animals at a “top price.” We must sell ati 
mals if we are to finance herd improvement, but let 
us help the buyer to base his judgment on all available 
evidence rather than on merely the most favorable ev: 
dence. Perhaps past practices in this regard help 
explain why over 95% of the dairy cattle in this count'’ 
are unregistered.

Curtiss Candy Bulls to India 


Six young Holstein bulls born and 
raised on Curtiss Candy Company’s 
farm near Arlington Heights, IIl.. 
are on their way to India to be bred 
with the sacred Brahma cattle of that 
land, according to Otto Schnering, 
founder and president of the com- 
pany. 

The bulls, ranging from 10 to 14 
months old, have been purchased 
by the India Supply Mission through 
Major General Raymond Scott of 
the British Army for military dairy 
farms in India, where they will be 
bred to native cows to improve milk 
rroduction for the armed forces. De- 
tails of their journey are so secret 
that even their port of embarkation 
cannot be disclosed because of secur- 
ity reasons. 


The Brahmas, or Zebus as they 
are known in Europe, are the work- 
ing cattle and draft animals of India. 
They are venerated by certain sects, 
especially certain privileged bulls 
which wander about the bazaas of 
cities unharmed and unchecked. The 
most outstanding characteristic of 
the Brahma is a hump of solid flesh 
which wander about the bazaars of 

The Holstein-Friesian breed was 
chosen to cross with these caftle be- 
cause experiments have revealed that 
the Holstein — heaviest milk pro- 
ducer of all dairy breeds — crossed 
with the Brahma results in wonder- 
fully increased milk production. Also, 
the Holstein crossed with the Brahma 
produces a progeny that, so far, is 


best able to survive climatic condi- 
tions in India. The progeny retains 
the hump that distinguishes’ the 
Brahma. 

The Curtiss bulls en route to India 
are from dams with milk production 
records ranging from 11,000 to 17,- 
000 pounds a year, according to Mr. 
Schnering. They will be able to 
service approximately 600 cows a 
year, and if artificial insemination 
methods should be practiced it would 
be possible for the six to service ap- 
proximately 6000 cows a year. 


With the bulls, Curtiss has shipped 
>» tons of hay and 1% tons of grain, 
which is enough feed to see them 
safely to their destination. 

The Arlington Heights farm on 
which they were born is a part of 
farm holdings totaling 10,000 acres 
owned by Curtiss Candy Company in 
northern Illinois.

FARM WAGE STABILIZATION 

Recent issuance of two regulations 
by the War Food Administrator, one 
on January 17 and the other 0 
January 20, has created _ interest 
anew in the farm wage stabilization 
program. Authority to stablize agri 
cultural wages and_ salaries has 
since November 30, 1942. been in 
the hands of first the Secretary of 
Agriculture and later the War Food 
Administrator. The authority * 
based on the anti-inflation act of 0¢ 
tober 2. 1942. as amended. Under 
regulations of the Economic Stab: 
lization Director, as revised on De 
cember 9, 1943, an employer of agt | 
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yitural labor is free to raise a work- 
or’s cash earnings =p to $2,400 a 
car at his own option, unless a 
epecific wage or salary ceiling apply- 
ing to the worker's job has been put 
ato effect by the War Food Ad- 
ministrator in the area where the 
yorker is employed. In that case, of 
ourse, the worker can receive no 
more than the ceiling rate, which 
may amount to less or more than 
39,400 a year. Wages and salaries 
of agricultural labor which are 
32.400 a year or more are frozen 
nd cannot be increased without 
prior approval of the War Food Ad- 
ministrator, or the Commissioner of 
internal Revenue where such sala- 
ries are above $5,000 per 
annum. Wages or salaries for 
any particular farm work can- 
not, as a general rule, be reduced 
helow the highest amounts paid for 
that work between January 1, 1942, 
and September 15, 1942. The War 
Food Adminstrator has delegated 
his wage stabilization authority to 
Colonel Philip-G. Bruton, WFA’s Di- 
rector of Labor. 

10,000 DHIA PROVED SIRES 

The Bureau of Dairy Industry re- 
ports that they have now completed 
proved-sire records on 10,000 sires 
under their nation-wide all-breed 
program, which began in 1935. Rec- 
ords are standardized on a 305-day 
mature equivalent, twice-a-day milk- 
ing basis. The average of the daugh- 
ters of the whole group is 9046 Ibs. 
milk, 4.0%, 362 lbs. fat. The dams 
of these daughters averaged 9245 
lbs. milk, 3.9%, 364 lbs. fat. The 
number of dam-daughter pairs was 
$2,425. 

Of the 19,000 sires, 4754 main- 
tained or increased production; 5246 
decreased it. When the dams aver- 
aged according to their average level 
of production, the daughters showed 
an increase in all levels up to 350 
lbs. For all groups of dams aver- 
aging over 350 lbs., the daughters 
showed a decrease. Similarly when 
the daughters are arranged in groups 
according to production, each group 
averaging over 375 Ibs., exceeded 
the production of their dams and in 
each lower bracket the dams showed 
higher averages.

Speaking on the subject of feeding 
thyroid material to cows on test to 
stimulate production, Professor Her- 
man reviewed briefly the research to 
date and reported the development 
of synthetic thyroprotein, which is 
called protamine, now being manu- 
factured by the Cerophyl Labora- 
tories in Kansas City. This will be 
released to feed manufacturers as 
soon as approved by the Food and 
Drug Department. He suggested 
eareful consideration of the follow- 
ing items: 

1. If synthetic thyroprotein (prota- 
mine) should be incorporated, as 
seems iikely, in dairy and poultry 
rations, it will be difficult to de- 
tect. 


The use of thyroprotein as a part 
of the ration under year-round 
feeding conditions has not been 
fully investigated. Cows vary in 
their response. The effect of 
high temperatures and the re- 
sponse from cows at peak pro- 
duction levels has not been fully 
determined. Overdoses and ex- 
cess metabolic rates are harmful 
to the cow and will lower produc- 
tion. 


It would be highly objectionable 

from the standpoint of sire prov- 

ing to have the records influenced 

by such materials. Certainly, if 

the use of thyroprotein for cows 

on test is permitted, the fact 

should be so stated and made 
known to the public. 

It would seem desirable to per- 

mit the present rule regarding 

the use of thyroxine and thy- 

roidal extracts to stand for the 

moment, but to be on the alert to 

modify and strengthen this rule 

as developments in the field war- 

rant.

ilies are going to be in attendance at 
fairs when they start up again. More 
purebred livestock will be sold to 
such families as soon as these re- 
sume operations. At present such 
prospective buyers have no way of 
comparing breeds and making up 
their minds as to what kind of ani- 
mals they want to put on their farms. 
Fairs will help them solve this prob- 
lem. With the opening of these 
fairs, there will be a lot of new buy- 
ing of pedigreed animals such as we 
have not seen for Many years. 

The only way to hasten the reali- 
zation of such a day is for the live- 
stock breeders of this country to get 
back of a concerted movement to put 
pressure on to our government to 
yacate our fair buildings at the earli- 
est possible moment following peace 
in Europe. The Japanese conflict 
may carry on for some time, but 
when Germany folds up, we ought to 
be able to turn back our state fair 
buildings and national show quarters 
to the people who run them. Ameri- 
can agriculture and pure bred live- 
stock business in particular needs to 
see that day arrive badly. No other 
one thing has held back progress in 
the purebred livestock business, 
since we got into this war, as much 
at the calling off of the fairs.

1 was very much interested in the 
editorial “Target for Testing” in the 


pebruary 5 World. The controversy 
wer different forms of testing seems 
a little foolish to a farmer-breeder 
like myself. First, the AR record is 
not worth an argument so far as 
preed improvement is concerned. 
True, they are the basis for ex- 
tremely high prices, high hopes and 
But these 


zreat disappointment. 
three things do not improve the 
preed. 


Next, let us look at the Herd Test. 
This was created to meet a demand 
for a more practical record, but just 
iook what has happened to it. The 
Herd Test is now just another form 
of AR. Sire index is figured by 
“pencil pushing”’ all records up to a 
3X mature basis, just to make an 
index look big. 

While all this is being done by the 
Association for a very small minor- 
ity of our breeders, at the expense of 
all of us, the greatest source of avail- 
able practical information is being 
ignored. The DHIA records, reported 
to the Dairy Bureau at Washington, 
are the only practical guide to the 
real breeding value, available any- 
where. These DHIA records have 
been deliberately ignored by our As- 
sociation for no very good reason. 
The expense of assembling these rec- 
ords would probably be far less than 
is being spent on AR records for less 
than 1% of the membership, and 
these DHIA records are being made 
by many Holstein owners who prob- 
ably are not yet members. This gives 
a very wide picture of the real, prac- 
tical dairy value of the Holstein cow. 
It is quite true that the breed may 
never reach the extreme prices under 
this system of records that it has 
under the AR system. That would 
be a good thing, would it not? 

Now, I do not advocate doing away 
with AR, but I think it should be 
recognized, conducted and continued 
for just what it is. That is, AR is 
simply a promotional service offered 
by the Association to those who wish 
to use it. I see no reason for not 
publishing these records for just 
what they are. But do not try to tell 
the vast majority of breeders that 
there is any breed improvement 
value to AR. Too many have been 
disappointed in practical results. I 
know some of them, and they are 
now depending on DHIA for depend- 
able information. The rub in AR is 
this: the Association Squanders over 
$20,000 on AR for the benefit of less 
than 200 Holstein owners, but will 
not spend one cent to make use of 
the vast fund of information in 
DHIA. Large sums are spent to 


make available Progressive Breeder 
Certificates to a very few breeders, 
while some of .our best herds are 
denied this recognition just because 
they have DHIA records instead of 
Herd Test. And the Herd Test is 
based on exactly the same milk 
samples. No, I do not advocate doing 
away with AR but the owner should 
pay his own bills. 


If there is any attempt at the Con- 
vention to raise transfer fees under 
present conditions, there ought to be 
a revolt. However, since the affairs 
of the Association are in the hands

of men who are doing AR testing and 
most of the delegates go only to raise 
Hell on somebody’s liquor, I see 
little chance for any improvement in 
the management of the Association. 
But, when the DHIA fellows wake 
up, which they are going to do some 
day, there will be a house-cleaning; 
and the breed will be advanced on a 
practical, useful basis. 

I would appreciate it if you would 
print in full the report of the Special 
AR Committee and the proposal for 
increased transfer fees. They should 
make interesting reading.
